The prime Soviet objective at the UN ard elsewhere is to maixtaia 
the Soviat missile bases in place in Cuba, at least for the time being, For the present 
the Soviets may not have given up hope of xeeping them thera indefinitely, But even if 
Moscow assumes that the Cuban base may lose its strategic value if it cannot be built 
Gp to its originally planned Strength, the Soviet Union may hope that continued Presence 


will tend to establish its legitimacy and maxtmiza its value as a bargainize counter.
